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World Amateur Radio Day

Every April 18, Radio Amateurs worldwide take to the 
airwaves in celebration of World Amateur Radio Day. 
It was on that day in 1925 that the International Ama- 
teur Radio Union (IARU) was formed in Paris. 

Amateur Radio experimenters were the first to discover 
that the shortwave spectrum — far from being a waste- 
land — could support worldwide propagation. In the rush 
to use these shorter wavelengths, Amateur Radio was 
“in grave danger of being pushed 
aside,” the IARU’s history has 
noted. Amateur Radio pioneers 


the IARU to support Amateur Ra- 
dio worldwide. 

Just two years later, at the Interna- 
tional Radiotelegraph Confer- 
ence, Amateur Radio gained the 
allocations still recognized today 
— 160, 80, 40, 20 and 10 metres. 
Since its founding, the IARU has 
worked tirelessly to defend and 
expand the frequency allocations 
for Amateur Radio. Thanks to the 
support of enlightened administrations in every part of 
the globe, Radio Amateurs are now able to experiment 
and communicate in frequency bands strategically lo- 
cated throughout the radio spectrum. From the 25 coun- 
tries that formed the IARU in 1925, the IARU has 
grown to include 160 member-societies in three re- 
gions. IARU Region 1 includes Europe, Africa, the 
Middle East and Northern Asia. Region 2 covers the 
Americas, and Region 3 is comprised of Australia, New 
Zealand, the Pacific island nations and most of Asia. 
The International Telecommunication Union (ITU) has 
recognized the IARU as representing the interests of 
Amateur Radio.

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10MHz for Internet of Things 
via rsgb | March 24, 2016 


Ofcom has announced measures to help ensure ade- 
quate spectrum is available for the so-called Internet of 
Things, and to encourage investment and innovation in 
this developing technology. 


The Internet of Things is set to enable large numbers of 
previously unconnected devices to communicate and 
share data with one another, a process known as ma- 
chine-to-machine communications. 


Ofcom is allocating a total of 1OMHz of VHF spectrum 
including 70.5-71.5MHz that, in 2015, Ofcom agreed 
could be used by radio amateurs for digital experimen- 
tation using a Special Research Permit. 


Section 4.30 of Ofcom’s statement says “Radio Ama- 
teurs will continue to be permitted temporary access to 
the 70.5—71.5MHz band”.

Steve Thomas, M1ACB - New Radio Society 
of Great Britain General Manager 
via ARRL 
Steve Thomas, MIACB, of 
Sternfield, Saxmundham, Eng- 
land, has been appointed as the 
new general manager of the Ra- 
dio Society of Great Britain 
(RSGB). He will succeed Gra- 
ham Coomber, GONBI, who is 
retiring. Thomas has a back- 
ground in the IT and telecoms industries, with senior 
roles in management, leadership and strategy. He has 
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also served as a director of an international standards 
organization and brings experience in contract, project, 
and financial management. 

“He will be working with the Board to review the 
Society’s strategy, to ensure that the RSGB works ef- 
fectively to increase awareness and understanding of 
Amateur Radio, wireless science and its technologies, 
and also to make the hobby accessible to everyone,” an 
RSGB announcement said. 

Thomas will come aboard on April 11, and there will be 
a brief overlap period to ensure a smooth handover of 
responsibilities before Coomber departs on April 30. 
An RSGB volunteer since 2008 in various roles, Tho- 
mas recently has been part of the team supporting the 
Amateur Radio on the International Space Station 
(ARISS) school contacts with UK/ESA astronaut Tim 
Peake, KGSBVI/GBISS, working with the schools and 
local clubs involved. 

He is an active radio amateur, with varied interests 
including DX, contesting, and training. 


The RSGB expressed its appreciation to Coomber “for 
his unstinting efforts over the last 4 years” and wished 
him well in retirement.
